On May:-14 7 -'1980,' Stoner was convicted in the Circuit 
Court of Jefferson County, Birmingham, Alabama, for setting off 
explosives near an inhabited church building in violation of 
Alabama Penal Felony Laws. Stoner appealed that conviction and 
was released on appeal bond. On April 20, 1982, the conviction 
was affirmed. On January 28, 1983, Stoner failed to surrender 
to the Jefferson County Sheriff's Office to begin serving his 
sentence and a local warrant was issued for his arrest. 


On February 3, 1983, a complaint charging Stoner with 
Unlawful Flight to Avoid Confinement was filed before United 
States Magistrate James F. Reddoch, Jr. at Birmingham, Alabama, 
under Title 18, Section 1073, United States Code. Bond was 
recommended at $250,000. A fugitive form letter was submitted 
February 4, 1983, putting Stoner in the National Crime Information 
Center (NCIC). Stoner is described as a white male, date of 
birth- April 13, 1924, at Walker County, Alabama, 5* 6 ", 160 Ibsiy 
blue eyes, brown hair. Federal Bureau of Investigation:- (FBI) 
number 642111E, who walks with a limp in his left foot.

For your information, SAC, Birmingham airtel to the 
Director dated 2/16/83, requested recipient offices to identify 
present members of the Ku Klux Klan, National States Party, American 
Nazi Party and similar organizations, and thereafter, interview 
these individuals concerning the whereabouts of J. B. Stoner. 

In connection with these interviews, the Knoxville Division initiated 
investigation on a UACB basis to also determine the existence of 
the Sheriff's Posse Comitatus in the East Tennessee area in order 
to determine the whereabouts of Gordon Wendell Kahl, fugitive in 
the Marmurs case. 


To date there is no positive information that would 
indicate that J. B. Stoner may be in hiding with Gordon Kahl. 


On 4/19/83, the Dallas Division reported that a source 
had received information that Stoner and Kahl are together in 
Mexico City. This information has not been substantiated.

that SAC, Birmingham furnish explanations concerning 
his subjective observation to the media relative to the FBI's 
investigative direction in the above-captioned cases. It is 
possible SAC, Birmingham could be in violation of FBI media 
guidelines as set forth in MAOP, Part II, Section 5.2-4 (Fugitive 
Publicity), in that he did not, inter alia, coordinate with FBIHQ 
concerning the press release.

You 
requested that Legal Counsel Division (LCD) "(pi lease 
look into this and advise. 1 ' 


A copy of the airtel is attached. The airtel 
sets forth a number of leads for various receiving 
offices relating to the Unlawful Flight to Avoid 
Prosecution (UFAP) investigation of the captioned 
subject. The specific lead with which you expressed 
concern is: 


Attempt to identify present 
members of the KKK, National States 
Rights Party, American Natzi (sic) 
Party and similar organizations 
through informants or local law 
enforcement - intelligence agencies 
and other sources, including 
resident agency territorities 
(sic). 


Thereafter, interview these 
individuals concerning the where¬ 
abouts of subject beginning with 
the most prominent or active 
members of these organizations in 
your respective territorJ

LCD has concluded that although the above- 
cited lead is overly broad, it does not constitute a 
violation of FBI guidelines relating to domestic security 
investigations. 

The Attorney General's Guidelines On General 
Crimes, Racketeering Enterprise And Domestic Seeurity/- 
Terrorism Investigations (AG Guidelines), effective 
3/21/83, delineate two categories of investigations 
that may be conducted by the FBI, General Crimes Investi¬ 
gations and Criminal Intelligence Investigations. The 
AG Guidelines further divide Criminal Intelligence 
Investigations into two categories, Racketeering Enter¬ 
prise Investigations and Domestic Security/Terrorism 
Investigations. The introduction to Section III.B, 
which deals with Domestic Security/Terrorism Investiga¬ 
tions, states that: 


This section focuses on investi- 
gations of enterprises , other than 
those involved in international 
terrorism, whose goals are to achieve 
political or social change through 
activities that involve force or 
violence. (Emphasis supplied.) 

The AG Guidelines require that a domestic 
security/terrorism investigation be authorized by you 
or a designated Assistant Director, upon a written 
reconmendation setting forth the facts or circumstances 
reasonably indicating the existence of an enterprise 
whose goals are to achieve political or social change 
through activities that involve force or violence in 
violation of federal laws. A domestic security/terrorism 
investigation initiated pursuant to the AG Guidelines 
may collect information such as the membership of the

organization. Section III.B.3.a.(i). Thus, it is clear 
that if the lead set forth in the airtel related to an 
investigation of any of the listed organizations , it 
would violate the AG Guidelines, absent appropriate 
authorization. At the present time, none of the organ¬ 
izations set forth in the lead are the subjects of FBI 
investigations, with the exception of two small factions 
within the Klu Klux Klan.i/ 

However, the captioned investigation, as empha¬ 
sized in the note at the conclusion of the airtel, is 
not a Domestic Security/Terrorism investigation, but 
rather an investigation of a substantive criminal offense 
falling within the FBI's jurisdiction. Inasmuch as the 
organizations listed in the lead are not themselves the 
subject or focus of the investigation, LCD has concluded 
that the investigation more properly falls within that 
portion of the AG Guidelines dealing with General Crimes 
Investigations. 

LCD believes that the issue thus presented is 
whether, in the context of a general criminal investiga¬ 
tion, the FBI may properly attempt to ascertain the 
membership of political organizations, with a view toward 
interviewing members of such organizations regarding 
their possible knowledge of the whereabouts of a fugi¬ 
tive. 


Section IV.A. of the AG Guidelines, entitled 
"Investigative Techniques," provides that! 

When conducting investigations 
under these guidelines the FBI may 
use any lawful investigative tech¬ 
nique. Before employing a technique, 
the FBI should consider whether the 
information could be obtained in a 
timely and effective way by less 
intrusive means.

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It is well established that an individual's 
freedom of association is included within the First 
Amendment. Bates v. City of Little Rock , 361 U.S. 516 
(1960), and courts have not hesitated to protect indivi¬ 
duals' freedom of association from governmental intrusion. 
Thus, for example, the Government may not .condition 
employment upon a non-exercise of one's freedom of speech 
or association, United States v. Robe 1 , 389 U.S. 258 
(1967),vhor may a State obtain and make public an organi¬ 
zation's membership list absent a compelling governmental 
interest. Bates v. City of Little Rock , 361 U.S. 516 
(1960). However, in the captioned case, the FBI is not 
attempting to compel any individual or organization to 
disclose the memberships of the oganizations set forth 
in the lead. Rather, receiving offices are directed to 
obtain information regarding such memberships through 
normal investigative methods and then interview members 
regarding their possible knowledge of Stoner's whereabouts 
- not regarding their membership in the organization, 
or the organization's activities or goals. As a general 
proposition, LCD believes that when the FBI has reason 
to believe that a fugitive is either a member of or has 
had some connection with a particular organization or 
organizations, the FBI may attempt to determine the 
membership of such organization through normal investiga¬ 
tive techniques in order to interview such members re¬ 
garding the subject, when this is a logical investigative 
step. The factor which makes the present case somewhat 
sensitive is that due to the controversial political 
views of the listed organizations, members might argue 
that the actions of the FBI in identifying and inter¬ 
viewing them "chilled" their First Amendment activities. 
However, because the FBI is conducting a lawful criminal 
investigation, and assuming individual members of the 
organizations will be contacted and interviewed by FBI 
agents acting in a good faith effort to locate Stoner, 

LCD believes that whatever subjective "chilling" may be 
caused to individuals' First Amendment rights would not 
rise to the level of "abridgement." "Not every Govern¬ 
ment action that affects, has an impact on, or indeed 
inhibits First Amendment activity constitutes the kind 
of 'abridgment' condemned by the First Amendment." 
Reporters Com. v. American Telephone & Telegraph, 593 
F.2d 1030, 1052 (D.C.'Cir. 10¥8), cert, denied,' 440 US. 
U.S. 949 (1979). 
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LCD has concluded that the above-cited lead, 
although clearly overly broad,2/ neither constitutes a 
violation of that portion of the AG Guidelines dealing 
with Domestic Security/Terrorism Investigations, nor is 
an unlawful investigative technique in the context of a 
General Crimes Investigation. LCD believes, however, 
that any names of members of the listed organizations 
obtained pursuant to investigation conducted in 
response to the lead should be recorded in FBI files 
only if such individuals were contacted by the FBI 
regarding the subject. Investigation conducted by 
Field Divisions in response to the lead should not be a 
mechanism by which the FBI collects and maintains 
membership lists of the organizations.

i' LCD believes the lead might more 
appropriately have, for example, requested receiving 
offices to contact individuals publicly holding them¬ 
selves out as officers or influential members of parti 
cular organizations that the FBI had reason to believe 
Stoner may have had contact with. Additionally, the 
catchall phrase "and similar organizations" may leave 
too much discretion to individual offices to pursue 
interviews of members of groups where there would be 
little or no logical reason to suspect any association 
with the fugitive.
